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DETAILED ACTION 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC§112 

1 . The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S. C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

2. Claims 15-26 and 28are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite for 
failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as the 
invention. Claims 15 and 20 recite the limitation "the bottle contact portions" in line 8. There is 
insufficient antecedent basis for this limitation in the claims. 

The dependent claims not specifically mentioned are rejected as being dependent upon a rejected 
base claim since they inherently contain the same deficiencies therein. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

3. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the basis 
for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

4. Claims 15, 17-19 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by McGrath (U.S. 
6,082,542). McGrath teaches a nestable bottle crate 1 1 A having a floor portion 12, a peripherally 
extending upper band portion at 18 with first portions at 26 and second portions at 27 and 30. The nesting 
projections are elements 27. The lower wall has columns at 22. The nesting projections at 27 are 
received into the outer surface of columns 22. The ledge is the surface at 3 1 . 

5. Claims 15-26 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Apps et al. (U.S. 
6,892,885). Apps et al. teach a nestable bottle crate 10 having a floor portion 12, a peripherally extending 
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upper band portion at 14 with first portions at 21 and second portions at lead line 64. The nesting 
projections are the inwardly projecting elements at 64. The lower wall has columns at 16. The nesting 
projections are received into the outer surface of columns 16. The ledge is the surface at 65. 



Allowable Subject Matter 
6. Claim 1, 2, 7-14, 20-26 and 28 are allowed.
